poinp  into  office  had  committed  them, 
they  had  fallen  short,  and  that  they 
had  therefore  pained  and  were  hold- 
iiip  p.iwer  upon  false  pretences.  It 
was  similarly  shown  that  the  (iov- 
eiiinieiit  supporter  in  West  I'eterbor- 
oiiph  was  in  a  similar  position,  and 
that  hi'  had  not  .shown  any  fair  ap- 
|)reciatioii  of  the  support  to  which  lie 
larpely  owed  the  larpe  majority

had  kindly  conseiit"d  .  ,■«'  with 
the  public  ipn  slimis  at  isjue.  He 
said  tliat  he  had  net  ho.ipht  the 
nominution,  but  it  hail  been  offered 
him  and  he  had  accepted  it  and  in- 
tended to  cNercise  all  honourable  ef- 
forts possible  to  justify  tl.e  conii- 
deiice  t'"it  had  been  reposed  in  him. 
He  had  no  political  reputation— there 
was  nothinp  apainst  him  on  that 
score — but  he  had  had  a  consider- 
able experience  in  active  work  cuii- 
nected  with  the  pieat  dairyinp  inter- 
ests of  the  i)rovince.  Ten  years  apo 
the  present  month  he  had  come  in- 
to Smith  townsliip  as  a  dairyman:

ship .ind  they  would  remember  as  he 
did  with  pratitude,  that  on  that  occa- 
sion he  had  been  presented  with 
an  address  in  that  very  hall.  Since 
he  had  lived  in  the  city  he  had  tried 
to  do  hi.-;  duty  as  a',  honourable  busi- 
ness man  and  a  r-iod  citizen,  with  the 
same  sinpleness  of  purpose  that  had 
influenced  his  course  in  Smith.

Hon  Mr.  Siratton.  wli  ■  w,n  \  ■  ry 
oonluilly  ri'ccivi'd.  in  opcnuit'  hi.s 
address  niiiarkcd  thiti  Mr.  (iilhs- 
pif  liad  inforini'd  th. m  tliat  lie  had 
received  ami  accepted  the  iinaninioiis 
nomination    of    the    Liberals    <if    West 

Petertiorouirh  to  contest  the  lepre- 
sentation  of  the  rirlinv  in  the  I.iheral 
interest  at  the  coininp  peiieral  elec- 
tions. It  was  at  Mr.  (iiliespie's 
special  recpiest  that  he  was  there  to- 
night. As  they  were  aware,  he  stated 
that  hi'  waa  out  of  politics  as  a  can- 
didate, hut  he  could  harclly  refuse 
a  Liberal  candidate's  n-quest  to  speak 
in  his  behalf  and  he  did  not  intend 
to  refuse,  espi'cially  when  he  was 
not  only  speakinc  in  behalf  of  a  can- 
didate so  Will  worthy  oi'  Liberal  sup- 
port, but  iiicideiitaily  dealing  witli 
the  peiieral  political  situation  pre- 
ent  and  past  Mr.  Gillespie  was  so 
Well  known,  so  well  thoupht  of,  that 
it  was  not  iiet'essary  for  him  to  refer 
more  particularly  to  him  and  his 
qualifications.

Pulpwood  Administration 
The  Coii'-iTvativi'  Government  takes 
a  good  deal  of  uiidrscrveil  credit  for 
it3  superior  way  of  dialing  witli  our 
pulpwoiid  ri  scurees,  and  instances 
tlic  Montreal  Kiver  cniiccssion  as  the 
one  in  wliicli  tliey  spi  cially  shone.  In 
I'tO*^  tile  Hdss  {ioverninent  granted  a 
right  to  a  ('oni[)any  to  be  forniecl 
to  cut  pulpwoiid  for  twenty-'  lie  years 
along  the  Montreal  Kiver.  The  con- 
tract Ciittipelled  the  ("(impaiiV  to  erect 
a  pulp  and  paper  mill  on  the  s|)ut 
to  cost  $r>(«l,(Mi()  at  least,  with  a  ca- 
pacity (if  150  tons  of  pulp  p;r  day,  and 
to  (mjiliiy  at  least  2r>0  men.  TheConi- 
paiiy  fiiilel  to  finance  the  inidertak 
ing — the,v  did  not  get  so  niucli  of  a  i 
advantage— and  thi'  concession  laiisi  d 
and  the  iiresent  Goveniiiieiit  caiici  d- 
ed  the  contract.  ,\  new  coiitr.  ct 
was  made,  and  the  Oov.rnment  boasts 
that  it  got  from  Mooth,  of  ()tt;twa, 
and  to  whom  tin-  puli)wi)od,  or  the 
riKlit  to  (  ut  pulpwoiid.  was  sold 
the  large  Mnii  of  |;i(»(l,(MlO,  lint  thai 
wa>  all  they  got,  all  tlic  province 
gets.  The  puljuvoiid  is  taken  off  the 
ground  and  reinovid  to  Ottawa,  whiie 
till     llociih    pulp   mill   .^tand.-. 

Policies    Contrasted 

In  coiitra.-.t ing  the  two  haigaiiis,  it 
was  to  be  rememb .red  that  from  IIO'.' 
to  1!HI7  the  price  of  pulp  wood 
had  advanced  about  three  fold  or  IftO 
per  cent,  yet  the  present  (iovcrnniint 
only  got  tile  same  price-  40  cents  p;r 
cord  on  the  .-tump — on  the  main  tini- 
li'i.  spruce.  The  claimed  increa.s.^ 
of  pric<>  paid  by  the  ISooth  intere.--t 
doi  -  iK.t  repri'.-oiit  the  increase  in 
valu.'  of  juilp  wodd  material.  And 
tie  new  haigaiii  lacks  another 
importint     value.        The    idea    of    the 

lati      {ioVirmilent     was    to    drVelop    set- 

tleimnt.  Thi-  was  to  be  done,  m 
the  fir>t  place,  by  requiring  the  niills 
to  be  built  on  the  spot,  so  that  thi' 
Settler  would  have  a  market  for  his 
pulp  w(iod,  which  becomes  the  prop- 
erty of  the  settler  on  taking  up  land, 
so  that  from  the  first  stroke  of  hi- 
.■IX.  ill  cle.irinc  his  land  he  makes 
Mion.y -traps  his  lirst  crop— and  has 
a  market  at  thi'  mill  at  his  door  for 
his  pulpwiiod  at  a  fair  price.     Around 


the  mills,  as  iia.s  been  the  ease  at 
Kspanola,  in  the  Spanish  River  con- 
cession, granted  by  the  I^l^.s  govern- 
ment, a  thriving  village  has  grown 
up,  giving  a  market  for  the  .settlers' 
produce,  as  he  had  a  market  for  his 
pulp  wood  when  clearing  bis  land. 
What  will  be  the  case  of  the  poor 
settlor  in  the  .Montreal  concession '- 
He  will  see  the  pulpwood  bought  by 
the  Hooth  interest  rafted  to  Otta- 
wa; he  will  have  no  local  niark»'t  r 
his  pilpwood ;  no  village  will  grow 
up  around  a  local  mill..  Note  the  dif- 
ference in  tlii>  contracts.  The  Whit- 
ney ider.  strips  the  land  of  timber, 
takes  it  out  of  the  district,  and  the 
whole  fnrest  becomes  a  "slash  of  tree 
tops  and  nnderbush,"  and  con<lifions 
of  settlement  are  destroyed.  The  Ross 
(iovernnunt  idea  was  the  colonization 
idi'a,  the  development  ide;i.  If  the 
forest  wealth  in  the  shape  of  trees 
was  remove<l  it  shouht  be  convert- 
ed into  thriving  villages  around  the 
pulp  millr:,  and  contented  settlers 
'aviiig  the  advantage  of  a  good  loc  il 
market    for    their    pulpwood. 

The  Whitney  Government  got  .1!3n0,- 
Ono  for  an  area  of  pulpwood  of  which 
.5^0,000  went  as  a  gift  *.o  a  mining 
company  and  the  balance  will  proba- 
bly go  in  the  same  easy  w;iy;  this 
is  a  third  le-s  than  the  sub-tantial 
value  in  tlw  way  of  settlement,  eiii- 
ployiiiiiit  of  local  lab»ur  and  other 
advaiitagi.-.  which  would  coiiif 
from  the  coiices-iioii  plan  of  the 
Liberal  (ioveiiimeiit,  a-  demonslratrd 
ill  the  c.isi'  of  the  Spanish  Rivir  con- 
cession. Thi-  is  wliat  Mr.  Whitmy 
describes  as  a  "collos-al  steal"  like 
the  "Soo"  concession  whi.'h  he  op- 
posed,  but  which  has  amply  justi- 
fieu  the  foresight  and  wisdom  of  tlio 
latf!  Government,  for  at  the  Soo.  and 
due  to  that  concession,  there  has 
sprung  !.,>  one  of  the  gr.^at  st  indus- 
trilil  centres  in  Canada,  the  first 
steel    rails    mills   in   Canada. 

Mr.Wluiney  woukl  if  he  touldhave 
dime  so,  have  sold  thi-  <  oiiccssion 
foi'  i)erliaps  a  million  doll.irs.  whii'li 
under  the  Liberal  arrangement  has

confidence  that  has  been  reposed  in 
them.

vote.  Hi'  was  in  every  way  well 
({iialilied  to  make  a  poo<l  representa- 
tive, and  he  could  be  earnestly  com- 
mended to  the  support  and  vf)te.s  of 
the  electors  ot  VNcsi  I'dcrborouKli 
(l.oiid    applause). 

Mr.   Roger'*  Remarks. 

.Mr.  (1.  M.  Koper.  after  conipli- 
mentinp  .Mr.  Stratton  upon  the  com- 
prehensive and  instructive  character 
of  Ills  address.  sai<l  that  a  great  duty 
devolved     upon     the     electors.  He 

pointed  out  that  this  duty  confronted 
electors  is|ieciall.y  in  the  province 
of  Ontario  for  their  was  no  second 
chamber,  and  the  t-lectors  felt  V'ry 
directly  the  action,  beiieticial  or  oth- 
erwise of  their  represi'iitatives  in  the 
h'pi.slature.  There  was  no  chance  <>i 
the  corieclioii  or  piiiiishmriit  of  mis- 
takes cxiepl  lliroUKh  tlic  ballot  box. 
by  the  i'lector>  thenisilves.  The  pres- 
ent (iovernmeiit  pot  power  at  the 
last  election,  on  the  cry  that  the  late 
(iovernment  liavinp  been  so  lonp  in 
power,  it  was  time  for  a  eliaiipe.  and 
it  was  very  .luestionalile  whether 
till'  chanpe  had  been  improvement. 
Mr.  Roger  referred  to  the  action  of 
the  (iovernment  in  ci  iii|>ellinp  rural 
school  trustees  to  |).iy  a  minimum  sal- 
ary as  an  outrage  of  the  principle  of 
representative  government— depriving 
the  people  of  the  inalienable  right 
of  de(  iduiK:  tor  themselves,  how  they 
shouhl  spend  their  own  money.  The 
principle  was  essentially  wrong  and 
vicious  and  he  did  not  tiiink  the  peo- 
pli'  would  stand  for  such  invasion  of 
their  rights.  He  also  pointe.l  out  that 
in  the  matter  of  the  provincial  funds 
expemled  upon  the  i)rovincial  univt>r- 
.sity,  the  pi  ople  under  the  late  Gov- 
ernment hud  the  right  every  year 
in  the  person  of  their  representatives 
in  parliament  of  criticizing  the  man- 
ner of  the  expenditure.  That  liberty 
of  criticism  had  been  taken  from  ♦'"e 
people's  representatives  and  had  been 
transferred  to  a  board  of  men  not  re- 
sponsible to  the  people.  The  removal 
of  this  liberty  of  criticism  was  rob- 
bing the  people  of  their  liberties,  and 
centralizing  power  in  a  manner  hos- 
tile to  the  good  governmeni  and  wel- 
fare   of    the    country.
